Can Use 2 Ty pes Ammo 
The army indicated that the 
weapon can use either atomic or 
standard rounds merely by chang­ 
ing the ty pe of missile. 
The gun has a caliber of 280 
millimeters — approximately 12 
inches. This, in itself, discloses 
how compactly the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission scientists now 
are able to build atomic missiles

VISCOUNT ASTOR 
Cliveden, Eng ., Sept. 30 <2P>— 
Viscount Astor, prominent British 
publisher and sportsman and hus­ 
band of Virg inia-born Lady Nancy 
Astor, died today. He was 73. 
Lord Astor, who was born in 
New York, long had been a leader 
in British social and political life, 
along with his wife. 
His death followed a long ill­ 
ness. He beg an sinking last week­ 
end. 
Unable, because of his title, to 
hold a seat in the House of Com­ 
mons, Lord Astor sponsored his 
wife’s political career and helped 
her to become the first woman 
ever elected to the lower parlia­ 
mentary chamber. 
He kept as close as possible to 
the political scene and spoke fre­ 
quently in the House of Lords. 
But his wife’s peppery tempera­ 
ment and eag erness to g et into all 
political arg uments broug ht her 
g reater headlines. 
“ When I married Nancy,” he 
once said, I hitched my wag on to 
a star.

Congressman J. Ernest W har­ 
ton is talking

gether different v otes. If Congress­ 
man Wharton will read the C.I.O. 
v oting record, he will realize that 
what we regard as an accurate 
test of a legislator’s attitude on 
major issues may differ with what 
the congressman chooses to report 
to his constituents. 
The av erage person unfortunately, 
seldom, if ev er, follows parliamen­ 
tary manuev ers in detail and as a 
rule is often fooled as to the real 
meaning of v otes cast in the Sen­ 
ate and House. 
On the 19 52 Congressional ac­ 
tion raising social security 
and 
public assistance benefits by about 
$5 a month, we insist the v ote 
that really tells the story took 
place 
when 
HR 
7800 
came 
before the House on May 19 th. 
The bill failed of 
passage 
that 
day. Later, when public protests 
forced the reactionary Coalition to 
seek opportunity to get off the 
hook, these insufficient benefits 
w’ere approv ed by 
a 
landslide 
v ote. That was the v ote C.I.O. 
records as most indicativ e of his 
attitude on social security. We do 
not accept his later v ote as mean­ 


ing anything at all ex cept a de­ 
sire to clear his skirts. But 
his 
earlier v ote cannot be ex punged, 
and remains as the criterion by 
which his record should be ev alu­ 
ated. 
On tidelands oil, C.I.O. records 
the v ote that took place July 30, 
19 51, wThen the House passed a 
measure forfeiting federal owner­ 
ship of offshore oil resources worth 
40 billions, thus opening the door 
to ex ploitation by priv ate inter­ 
ests.

All the military v o ter has to do is to sigh 
his name, giv e his New Yo rk residence and 
serv ice address o n a printed po stcard pro ­ 
v ided by the Div isio n o f Serv icemen’s Vo t­ 
ing and mail it to the div isio n. A written re­ 
quest in any fo rm fo rwarded to the Secre­ 
tary o f State o r to the serv icemen’s lo cal 
bo ard o f electio ns co ntaining his signature, 
New Yo rk residence and serv ice address, also 
is acceptable as an applicatio n fo r a ballo t. 
Applicatio ns must be filed with the Div i­ 
sio n fo r Serv icemen’s Vo ting in Albany o n 
o r befo re Octo ber 2 3. If no t filed befo re that 
date, the serv iceman and his dependents 
still may o btain an applicatio n and file it per­ 
so nally with his co unty bo ard o f electio ns o n 
o r befo re Saturday no o n, No v ember 2 . 
The military v o ter receiv es a co mplete 
ballo t co ntaining the name o f ev ery candi­ 
date fo r ev ery federal, state and lo cal o ffice 
and co ntaining ev ery amendment, pro po si­ 
tio n and questio n to be v o ted upo n at the 
general electio n. The signing o f the military 
v o ter’s name to the o ath o n the env elo pe in 
which his ballo t is enclo sed, co nstitute co n­ 
clusiv e pro o f o f his literacy . 
The law in New^Yo rk State assures the 
serv icemen and wo men o f the state and also 
their families that they will be pro v ided the 
fullest o ppo rtunity to v o te. 
New Yo rk State pro v ides a v ery simple 
metho d fo r serv icemen and wo men o f the 
state to cast their ballo t. It is ho ped they 
all take adv antage o f it and v o te in this im­ 
po rtant presidential electio n o n No v ember 4. 


APPEAL TO OLD-AGE GROUP 
A v ast so urce o f v o tes that bo th parties 
seem to be neglecting these day s is that o f 
the o lder age gro ups. 
Appeals hav e been aimed at y o uth, at in­ 
dependents, co nserv ativ es and mino rities, at 
the large businessman, small businessman, 
labo rers and ho usewiv es. But no o ne has 
made a direct appeal to the aged, ex cept fo r 
General Eisenho wer’s endo rsement o f so cial 
security . 
This is surprising when o ne realizes that 
the pro po rtio n o f Americans in the o lder age 
brackets has been steadily increasing fo r 
sev eral y ears no w and the trend pro mises 
to co ntinue. 
These v o ters co uld co nceiv ably ho ld a bal­ 
ance o f po wer o n electio n day . Of abo ut 1 00 
millio n Americans eligible to v o te, nearly 45 
millio n are o v er 45 . And so me 1 3 millio n, 
o r slightly mo re than o ne in ev ery 1 0, are 
past 6 5 , with the number o f tho se 6 5 and 
o v er increasing at the rate o f 400,000 a y ear. 
The o lder v o ters, particularly tho se in the 
6 5 -and-o v er bracket, hav e definite and 
peculiar pro blems, mo stly eco no mic o nes 
caused by increased liv ing qo sts. Fo r the 
past few y ears, they hav e been finding it 
mighty to ugh to make ends meet. 
To o many emplo y ers still cling to a hard- 
and-fast rule against hiring any o ne o v er 45 . 
And tho se o v er 6 5 just hav en’t a chance in 
the labo r market at all. Back in the 1 89 0’s, 
the pro po rtio n o f men in this age gro up still 
in the labo r fo rce was 6 8 per cent. To day it 
is o nly 41 per cent and steadily dwindling. 
All o f this, plus inflatio n, has placed o ur 
elder citizens in a tight spo t financially . A 
repo rt titled, “ The Fact Bo o k Abo ut Aging,” 
put o ut by the Federal Security Agency , 
po ints o ut that in Octo ber, 1 9 5 0, mo re than 
half o f the families headed by perso ns 6 5 
and o v er had cash inco mes well belo w the 
minimum required to maintain an “ ade­ 
quate” liv ing standard. 
At that time, 43 per cent o f such families 
had inco mes o f less than $1 5 00 a y ear, 30 
per cent had less than $1 000, and 1 5 per cent 
less than $5 00, whereas the FSA’s ‘'mini­ 
mum lev el” o f liv ing fo r an elderly co uple 
ranged in co st fro m $1 6 00 to $1 9 00 per y ear, 
depending upo n the lo catio n. 
While these figures are two y ears o ld, the 
inflatio nary spiral since the Ko rean war has

THE OTHER SIDE 
Some time ago, I wrote an article d escribin g a 
con troversy between Roy Brewer, the Hollywood 
labor lead er, for whom I have great respect, an d 
Con gressman Don ald L. Jackson , ot Californ ia, 
whom I also respect as a hard -hittin g member of 
the House Committee on Un -American Activities, 
I d id n ot thin k, at that time, that what I said 
about their d ifferen ces over how a Commun ist- 
mad e picture should be han d led would affect the 
con gressman ’s campaign for re-election . 
Mr. Jackson thin ks that it has an d has writ­ 
ten to me settin g forth his sid e of the con troversy. 
As I should like to see Don ald L. Jackson re-elected 
an d would vote tor him if I lived in his d istrict, 
I am publishin g the gist of his statemen t: 
“With respect to the matter of un ion policin g 
ot the film in d ustry, „a very garbled version of my 
origin al statemen t has reached the public prin t, 
in clud in g your column in question . 
When the 
Associated Press asked me for a statemen t rela­ 
tive to the ex clusion of such films as ‘En coun ter/ 
I agreed that legislation on the subject was very 
d esirable. 
However, I poin ted out that with the 
presen t philosophy in the sad d le in Washin gton it 
was very d oubtful whether or n ot such legislation 
could pass the Con gress at this time. Solely as an 
altern ative measure I suggested that perhaps, an d 
pen d in g the even tual passin g of such legislation , 
the un ion s themselves could play a great part in 
assurin g that the films in question d id n ot show 
before American aud ien ces. 
To my min d this is 
the on ly immed iate an swer to sujrh films as the 
on e in question . 
In the n ormal course of even ts, 
‘En coun ter’ will reach the American screen before 
the con ven in g of the n ew Con gress. There is n o 
practical method by which legislation can be taken 
before n ex t Jan uary. 
If the film an d others like 
it are to be preven ted from appearin g on Ameri­ 
can screen s it is quite obvious to me that the 
un ion s themselves must take a stan d with respect 
to the matter. 
“It is my hope that in fairn ess an d justice you 
will see fit to correct the impression given in your 
column of September 12, in d icatin g that I favor 
action outsid e the law in this con n ection . 
As you 
have carried on a fin e an d con tin uin g battle again st 
Commun ists, goon s an d other parasitic growths on 
the bod y politic, I have attempted in a small way 
to play a like role in the legislative bod y of which 
I am a member. If the forces to which we are both 
opposed , an d which con stitute a common foe suc­ 
ceed in d rivin g a wed ge between those who are 
carryin g on the battle we might as w-ell give up 
the fight an d ackn owled ge ourselves d efeated .” 
This is a d ifficult time for all who write about 
political matters because every item is a brick 
that goes in to the structure of election or d efeat. 
I feel that Roy Brewer’s effort to keep the Com­ 
mun ists out of Hollywood are particularly d eserv­ 
in g of commen d ation because of its statesman like 
bread th. On the other han d , both the Republican 
an d Democratic members of the House Committee 
on Un -American Activities ought to be. re-elected . 
This committee has been in ex isten ce n early 15 
years. 
It has been of outstan d in g service to the 
American people in its plod d in g way, ex amin in g 
thousan d s of witn esses an d prod ucin g a mosaic of 
Commun ist activities in this coun try. 
Three of­ 
ficial agen cies have been effective in this respect: 
the FBI, the House Committee on Un -American 
Activities an d the McCarran Committee. 
The 
House committee has been particularly useful in 
this respect because it is a con tin uin g bod y, build ­ 
in g a perman en t record . 
I have, for in stan ce, a 
list, folio size, of 66 pages, showin g the n ames of 
all those id en tified as Commun ists in Hollywood 
before this committee. You may be sure that all 
who appear on this list an d their frien d s will be 
after Jackson ’s scalp. 
When ever the Commun ists 
oppose an American , it is gen erally soun d to sup­ 
port him 
The House Committee on Un -American Activi­ 
ties con sists of the followin g Democrats an d Re­ 
publican s, each on e of whom is a can d id ate for 
re-election this year:

About the time that our cen tal specialists began 
to worry about the great in crease in men tal d is­ 
ease, the shock treatmen t by in sulin was d iscov­ 
ered an d while the n umber of men tal cases has

"The accepted techn ique is as follows: The pat­ 
ien t either lies on a hard flat surface, or board s are 
placed ben eath the sprin g an d mattress of the 
treatmen t bed .

APPEAL TO OLD-AGE GROUP 
A vast source of votes that both parties 
seem to be neglecting these days is that of 
the older age groups. 
Appeals have been aimed at youth, at in­ 
dependents, conservatives and minorities, at 
the large businessman, small businessman, 
laborers and housewives. But no one has 
made a direct appeal to the aged, except for 
General Eisenhower’s endorsement of social 
security. 
This is surprising when one realizes that 
the proportion of Americans in the older age 
brackets has been steadily increasing for 
several years now and the trend promises 
to continue. 
These voters could conceivably hold a bal­ 
ance of power on election day. Of about IOO 
million Americans eligible to vote, nearly 45 
million are over 45. And some 13 million, 
or slightly more than one in every IO, are 
past 65, with the number of those 65 and 
over increasing at the rate of 400,000 a year. 
The older voters, particularly those in the 
65 - and - over bracket, have definite and 
peculiar problems, mostly economic ones 
caused by increased living costs. For the 
past few years, they have been finding it 
mighty tough to make ends meet. 
Too many employers still cling to a hard- 
and-fast rule against hiring anyone over 45. 
And those over 65 just haven’t a chance in 
the labor market at all. Back in the 1890’s, 
the proportion of men in this age group still 
in the labor force was 68 per cent. Today it 
is only 41 per cent and steadily dwindling. 
All of this, plus inflation, has placed our 
elder citizens in a tight spot financially. A 
report titled, “The Fact Book About Aging,” 
put out by the Federal Security Agency, 
points out that in October, 1950, more than 
half of the families headed by persons 65 
and over had cash incomes w’ell below the 
minimum required to maintain an "ade­ 
quate” living standard. 
At that time, 43 per cent of such families 
had incomes of less than $1500 a year, 30 
per cent had less than $1000, and 15 per cent 
less than $500, whereas the FSA’s "mini­ 
mum level” of living for an elderly couple 
ranged in cost from $1600 to $1900 per year, 
depending upon the location. 
While these figures are two years old, the 
inflationary spiral since the Korean war has

Dolling Up Those Gunstocks 
By W A RR EN PA G E 
(Shooting E d ito r) 
Behind the b ark door of nearly 
every farm house— and m any city 
a p a rtm en ts— th e re stan d s a rifle 
or shotgun. M ost of these w eapons 
are so heat up, th e ir sto rk s so bad­ 
ly 
b attered , 
th a t 
th e ir 
ow ners 
w ouldn’t d are ta k e ’em out into 
polite society. 
T h at shouldn’t be, 
because even a plain piece of w al­ 
nut can be m ade handsom e w ith a 
good finish; a refinishing job is 
easy. 
After 
you’ve 
taken 
the 
gun 
down, so that no metal parts are 
left with the wood, what’s left of 
the original finish, be it varnish or 
lacquer, can be stripped off with 
varnish 
remover. 
If 
that 
isn’t 
handy, use 3 /0 steel wool, then 
sandpaper graded in fineness as 
you get down to the wood, and 
plenty ct 
nonrst 
elbow grease. 
Rub the stock smooth, until it has 
a hard glossy surface 
If the old stock is dented a bit. 
some of the dents can bo steamed 
out 
quit0 
handily. 
Y’our 
w ifes 
steam iron and a wet cloth will 
bring up all but the worst hollows. 
Or, use a hot iron driving its heat 
through 
a 
rag dampened 
with 
warm water. 
Sand the gun over 
lightly when it’s dry. 
Look bet­ 
ter? 
The next step is to raise any’ 
soft sections in the grain. 
Slosh 
the wood with hot water. 
See 
those little whiskers come up? Cut 
them off with fine sandpaper, and 
iepeat the process until there’s no 
semblance of 5 o’clock shadow 
when the wood is dry. Profession­ 
al stockmakers 
singe off these 
whiskers over a flame, but unless 
the amateur wants to risk burn­ 
ing his buttstock, this it not for 
him. 
If that beautiful hunk of wal­ 
nut had a commercial finish on it 


in good shape before you got at it 
with the sandpaper, and you used 
any 
r e m o v e r 
sparingly, 
the 
chances are that it will not need 
any filler. 
If the wood is old and 
clearly shows empty pores, then 
either use a commercial filler or 
a half-and-half mixture of bartop 
varnish and linseed put on spar­ 
ingly and sanded clean to the 
wood between coats. 
Now you’re 
ready for the final finish. 
Any one of the many stock 
finishes en the market will do a 
very handsome and durable job if 
you do your part by following di­ 
rections carefully. Remember that 
the secret of any gunstock finish 
is to build up the finish in the 
wood rather than on it. 
All of 
them give best results when used 
as several thin coats with a lot of 
rubbing in between. 
Now a word about linseed oil, a 
much misunderstood kind of wood 
finisher. 
Raw 
linseed is 
loaded 
with non-drying elements called 
“foots.” Put or> a big dose of raw 
linseed and your stock will never 
dry completely—the finish will be 
gummy forever, darker than you 
want. 
Boiled linseed, which is not 
necessarily boiled at all. has driers 
added. 
These act like turpentine 
does in paint. 
There are some/ refined linseeds 
being advertised which have had 
the “foots” removed, without the 
drying adulterants added. 
These 
are 
tophole. 
On 
your 
properly 
prepared 
stock 
rub—with 
your 
hands—a thin coat. 
Let it dry 
overnight. 
Repeat 
before 
you 
leave for work in the morning. Re­ 
peat 
again 
that 
evening. 
Thin 
coats. 
Don’t slobber it on. 
Use three or four coats, and 
after each, rub the oily wood with 
the palm of your hand until your 
flesh threatens to blister. 
That 
will be enough for a durable fin­ 
ish. one that you can look into and 
see the handsome grain of that 
rejuvenated gunstock.
